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GLADI-O-LUS. 

There  are  more  people  who  ask  about  the  correct  pronun- 
ciation of  Gladiolus  than  of  anything  else  regarding  the  flower 
and  I am  pleased  to  state  that  the  American  Gladiolus  Society 
composed  of  several  thousand  members,  at  the  last  convention 
unanimously  adopted  the  pronunciation  with  the  long  “o’*. 
The  first  part  “Gladi”  the  same  as  “Glady”  then  the  long 
“o”  and  “lus”  which  is  the  old  fashioned  and  common  pronun- 
ciation. I recommend  its  universal  use. 


PERCENTAGE  SCORE 

Mr.  Chas.  E.  F.  Gersdorff,  of  Washington,  D.  C.,  has  done  a 
very  valuable  work  in  growing  a large  number  of  varieties  and 
scoring  the  flowers  on  a percentage  basis  of  100  points.  He 
takes  into  consideration  the  color,  size,  form  and  substance  of 
the  flowers;  the  length,  grace  and  florescence  of  the  spike;  the 
foliage,  vigor,  disease  resistance,  productiveness  and  any  un- 
usual qualities. 

This  is  done  first,  as  regards  an  exhibition  flower;  second, 
as  a commercial  flower  and  if  of  a form  adapted  for  Landscape 
work  it  is  also  scored  for  that  purpose. 

He  has  scored  quite  a number  of  varieties  of  my  origination 
and  I am  giving  his  score  as  far  as  possible  from  his  latest 
results. 

I have  used  abbreviations  which  will  readily  be  understood. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  these  scores  are  for  flowers  as 
grown  by  him  near  Washington  and  that  every  variety  does  not 
do  equally  well  in  all  parts  of  the  country,  but  I believe  that  his 
results  are  a fair  average  that  may  be  expected  by  anyone.
